CHARGING CONTEMPT. 


ALI WITNESSES EXAMINED 


Attorney for Alfalfa 
County 
Clerk 
Offers to Deliver Boxes and Keys 
but not Open Them. 


Guthrie, Ok. March 12.—County 
Clerk Kincheloe of Alfalfa county was 
arraigned before the house of repre­ 
sentatives this afternoon Speaker Mur­ 
ray presiding, on charge of contempt 
for refusing to deliver to its commit­ 
tee on elections the ballots cast in that 
county for county and district offices 
in the September election. 
The ballots were desired in the con­ 
test of Murley against Allen for a seat 
in the house from that county. Kin­ 
cheloe wa^ represented by C. H. Par­ 
ker of Enid and W. L. Owen assistant 
county attorney of Alfalfa county, and 
Representative McCalla of Marietta, 
Love county, was designated by the 
house to conduct the inquiry* Kin- 
cheloe’s attorney announced that the 
county clerk was willing to deliver to 
any legal committee of the house the 
ballot boxes and records, together 
with the keys, but that he refused to 
open the boxes. 
To establish Kincheloe's contempt 
for refusing to do so heretofore six 
witnesses were examined, and upon 
adjournment late today the house had 
rested its case. The testimony cover­ 
ed the committee’s trip to Cherokee 
and tended to establish that the coun­ 
ty clerk had refused to recognize the 
processes issued by the house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
Refund oil Saloon Licenses. 
In the senate final passage was ob­ 
tained upon t he bill authorizing a 
refund 
of all unearn; I 
portion 
of 
the saloon licenses by county commis­ 
sioners and by cities and towTns, due 
jipon the date of statehood when pro­ 
hibition became effective: also upon 
the bill by Senator Litle requiring res­ 
idence of one year in the State neces­ 
sary before divorce may be secured, 
and repealing the three-month 
law 
passed by the Territorial legislature. 
The senate heard read three med - 
cal bills pending, 
being 
by Senator 
Williams known as a practice meas­ 
ure, by Senator George O. Johnson, a 
health measure, and by Senator Frank­ 
lin carrying both 
ideas in one bill. 
Senator Williams presented petitions 
from physicians in about sixty coun­ 
ties, advocating the passage of the two 
hoard of health and the board of med­ 
ical examiners. Senator Conn charg­ 
ed that Dr. J. C. M a -r state health of­ 
ficer was working up interest in the 
hill idea and he questioned the right 
of an official of the State to attempt 
to influence legislation. He announc­ 


ed that the five medical assiciations 
known as the regulars, eclectics, ho­ 
meopathies, physeoraelical and osteo­ 
path schools of medicine had given 
endorsement to fhe Frank!'n bill, in 
which no division was contemplated. 
The senate heard an address this 
morning from Dr. C. H Gould state 
geologist, on the min Beal resources of 
the State. 
"Oklahoma has m oe kind of miner­ 
als, and more of the kinds than any 
State i nthe Union." he said. ' With 
all of the mineral resources, the S*ate 
is practically ma aurae uring nothing 
and the consequences are that what 
we use must be shipped in. 
“Last year Oklahoma paid 81,00,000 
to Kansas for pressed Orick and Port­ 
land cement.4'

Washington, March 12.—Secretary 
Garfield made his reply today to the 
resolution of the senate, asking him 
for any evidence he might have that 
the members of the defunct Choctaw- 
Lhickashaw citizenship court had been 
bribed in the adjudication of cases 
coming before it,, or iii fifing the f^e 
of Mansfield, McMurray & Cornish. 
The charge that corrupt means had 
been resorted to in these matters was 
made first it will be recalled, ny the 
attorneys of rejected claimants ani 
afterward incorporated in a speech 
made in the house bby Mr. Stephens. 
Getting his inspiration from that Sen­ 
ator Tillman introduced a resolution 
which, somewhat modified, w'as the 
query that Secretary Garfield answer­ 
ed today. 
As was w'ell know’n in advance, Sec­ 
retary Garfield replied that he had no 
such evidence. 
The secretary took 
occasion to go somewhat into the his­ 
tory of the matter, as well as to give 
something of the genesis ofthe rumor 
that he w'as possessed of su h infor­ 
mation.

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Water and Life. 
Of all the conditions preparatory to 
Ufe, the presence of water, composed. 
af oxygen and hydrogen, is at once the 
most essential and the most world 
wide. Ftar lf water be present, the 
presence of other necessary elements 
is probably assured. 
If water exist 
that fact goes bail for the necessary 
temperature, the gamut of life being 
coextensive with the existence of wa 
ter as such. It is so consequentially, 
declares Prof. Lowell’s “The Evolution 
af life ” in the Century, life being im­ 
possible without water. Whatever the 
planet, this is of necessity true. 
But 
the absolute degrees of temperature 
within which life can exist vary ac 
cording to the mass of the body, an­ 
other of the ways in which mere size 
tells. 
On the earth 212 degrees P, 
limits the range at the top. and 32 de­ 
grees P. at the bottom in the case of 
fresh water, 27 degrees p. in the case 
of salt On a smaller planet both 
limits would be lowered, the top one 
the most On Mars the boiling point 
woald probably be about HO degrees 
P. Secondly, from the general initial 
oneness of their constituents, a planet 
that still possesses water will probably 
retain the other substances that are 
essential to life; gases, for the reason 
that water vapor is next to hydrogen 
and helium the lightest of them all; 
and solids because their weight would 
still more conduce to keep them there. 
Water, indeed, 3cts as a solution to 
the whole problem. 


AU that is known to day about the 
Etruscans, a people who gave Rome 
her civilization and refinement, her 
arts and sciences, many if not all of 
her political, religious and social insti­ 
tutions and the weapons 
and appli­ 
ances of war which enabled her to con­ 
quer the world, has been gathered from 
the mighty cemeteries of Etruria, and 
it has been said that “sepulchers re­ 
vealed what history ignored.” In very 
early times the power of Etruria is 
said to have extended all over Italy, 
but gradually the Gauls and the Sa­ 
bines, the Greek colonists, and later 
the Romans succeeded in diminishing 
this widespread dominion and reduced 
it to the limits of the central region or 
mother country, which is known as 
Etruria Proper and which was bounded 
by the Apennines on the north, by the 
Tiber on the east, and by the Mediter­ 
ranean on the west and south. 


Dr. May of Michigan Finds That New 
Haven Freshmen Excel His. 


Dr. May of the University of Mich­ 
igan has compared the statistics of his 
freshmen class with those of the Yale 
freshmen. 
He develops the fact that 
in one particular only have the Yale 
freshmen any decided advantage, and 
that is in lung capacity. 
The figures 
are 256 against 243. 
Dr. May ascribes this to the great­ 
er opportunities for physical training 
In the schools of the east. 
The aver­ 
ts® age and weight of the eastern 
1911 man is slightly greater. Yale has 
more habitual 'tobacco users. 
Of the 
Michigan freshmen 23.75 per cent, use 
tobacco customarily, while 46 per cent 
use it at Yale. 
Dr. May reports that 145 of the 800 
students he examined wore glasses, 
but more should have had them. Of 
the students about 150 suffered from 
various deformities, 
such 
as stoop 
shoulders, flat feet and curviture of 
the spine. 
However, they are better 
.physically than 
the 
1910 
class 
at 
Michigan, and Dr. May hopes that 
his 1912 class will have bigger lungs 
'than the Yale men.

Animals Without Moral Sense. 
Prof. Schuster asserts that animals 
lack moral feeling entirely, none of 
their acts being immoral or moral, in 
the broad sense, and that they have no 
trace of a sense of shame or of honor.

Praises English Jurisprudence. 
Elbridge L. Adams of 
Rochester, 
N. Y., a lawyer, who has made a study 
of British jurisprudence, surprised his 
colleagues at the annual meeting of 
the New York State Bar association 
when he made a comparison between 
the American and English methods of 
legal procedure. He asserted that 23 
judges of the supreme court of Eng­ 
land, -with a population of 32,000,000, 
disposed of as much business each 
year as 98 judges of the supreme court 
in New York state, with a population 
of 8,000,000.

Water and Life. 


Of «U the conditions preparatory to 


Dfe, the presence of water, composed 
at oxygen and hydrogen, la at once the 
most essential and the most world- 
wide. For If water be present, the 
presence of other necessary elements 
la probably assured. If water exist, 
(hat fact foes ball for the necessary 
temperature, the gamut of life being 
20-extensiTe with the existence of wa- 
ter as such. It Is so consequentially, 
declares Prof. Lowell's "The Evolution 
of liter In the Century, life being Im- 
possible without water. Whatever the 
planet, this Is of necessity true. But 
the absolute degrees of temperature 
within which life can exist vary ac- 
cording to the mass of the body, an- 
other of the ways in which mere size 
tells. On the earth 212 degrees F. 
limits the range at the top, and 32 de- 
crees F. at the bottom in the case of 
fresh water, 27 degrees F,. in the case 
of salt. On a smaller planet both 
limits would be lowered, the top one 
the most. On Mars the boiling point 
would probably be about 110 degrees 
V. Secondly, from the general initial 
oneness of their constituents, a planet 
that atill possesses water will probablv 
retain the other substances that are 
essential to life; gases, for the reason 
that water vapor Is next to hydrogen 
and helium the lightest of them all; 
and solids because their weight would 
still more conduce to keep them there. 
Water, indeed, acts as a solution to 
the whole problem.

Dr. May of Michigan Finds That New 


Haven Freshmen Excel His. 


Dr. May of the University of Mich- 


igan has compared the statistics of his 
freshmen class with those of the Yale 
freshmen. 
He develops the fact that 


in one particular only have the Tale 
freshmen any decided advantage, and 
that is In lung capacity. 
The figures 


are 256 against 243. 


Dr. May ascribes this to the great- 


er opportunities for physical training 
in the schools of the east. The aver- 
age age and weight of the eastern 
1911 man is slightly greater. Yale has 
more habitual -tobacco users. 
Of the 


Michigan freshmen 23.75 per cent, use 
.tobacco customarily, while 46 per cent, 
use it at Yale. 


Dr. May reports that 145 of the 800 


students he examined wore glasses, 
but more should have had them. Of 
the students about 150 suffered from 
various deformities, such as stoop 
shoulders, flat feet and curviture of 
|the spine. 
However, they are better 


.physically than the 1910 class at 
Michigan, and Dr. May hopes that 
his 1912 class will have bigger lungs 
Ithan the Yala men.

Water and Life. 


OF «U the conditions preparatory t 


life, the presence of water, compose 
at oxygen and hydrogen, la at once th 
most esBeatlal and the most world 
wide. For If water be present, th 
presence of other necessary element 
la probably assured. If water exlsl 
(hat fact goes ball for the necessary 
temperature, the gamut of life beln 
so-extensive with the existence of wa 
ter as such. It Is so consequentially 
declares Prol Lowell's "The Evolutioi 
of liter In the Century, life being Im 
possible without water. Whatever th 
planet, this is of necessity true. Bu 
the absolute degrees ot temperatur 
withla which life can exist vary ac 
cording to the mass of the body, an 
other of the ways in which mere slz 
tells. On the earth 212 degrees F 
limit* the range at the top, and 32 d 
Kreea F. at the bottom in the case o 
fraah water, 27 degrees F,. in the cas 
of aalt. On a smaller planet both 
limits would be lowered, the top one 
the most. On Mars the boiling poin 
would probably be about 110 degree 
F. Secondly, from the general Initia 
oneness of their constituents, a plane 
that atill possesses water will probabl 
retain the other substances that are 
essential to life; gases, for the reason 
that water vapor Is next to hydrogen 
and helium the ligbtest of them all 
and solids because their weight wouli 
stin more conduce to keep them there 
Water, indeed, acts as a solution to 
the whole problem. 


All that is known to-day about the 


Etruscans, a people who gave Rome 
her civilization and refinement, he: 
arts and sciences, many If not all o: 
her political, religious and social insti 
tutfons and the weapons and appll 
ancea of war which enabled her to con 
quer the world, has been gathered from 
the mighty cemeteries of Etruria, anc 
it has been said that "sepulchers re 
veaied what history ignored." In very 
early times the power of Etruria is 
said to have extended all over Italy 
but gradually the Gauls and the Sa 
bines, the Greek colonists, and later 
the Romans succeeded In diminishing 
this widespread dominion and reducet 
It to the limits of the central region or 
mother country, which is known as 
Btrurla Proper and which was bounded 
by the Apennines on the north, by the 
Tiber on the east, and by the Mediter- 
ranean on the west and soutb.

Texas. The first shipment has been 
made through the canal in the form of 
a load of lumber bound for England. 
The canal illustrates in a moderate 
degree what may be accomplished 
through a general plan of developing 
deep waterways. Every facility thus 
provided will mean additional oppor- 
tunities for home and foreign trade, 
fostered by cheap and convenient 
transportation.
